Auxiliary government buildings to become 
multifunctional centers 



NOORD — After an extensive 
evaluation which included 
meetings in the barrios, sur¬ 
veys and meetings with young 
people and focus group gather¬ 
ings in auxiliary government 
offices, the government has 
decided to revamp most of the 
Auxiliary Government Offices 
(Hulpbestuurskantoor) and 
turn them into multifunctional 
centers for the community. 

Today these Auxiliary Go¬ 
vernment Offices are where 
citizens meet to pay utility 
bills, and receive other govern¬ 
ment services which previ¬ 
ously were available only at 
the head office in the city. It 
has been observed that the aux¬ 
iliary offices in Noord, Pa- 
radera, Santa Cruz, Savaneta 
and San Nicolas are too limited 
for the large number of people 
who use their services. 

Citizens meet at these of¬ 
fices and interchange ideas and 
conversation; hence these of¬ 
fices are more than just places 
to pay bills, etc. It is for this 
reason that the idea was born 
to make them multifunctional 
cites. For example, when a 
mother goes to pay utility bills, 
the children should be able to 


go to a small library there, or 
an internet facility or a place 
where they could do school 
work. 

They also thought of incor¬ 
porating important govern¬ 
ment departments such as 
AZV or Social Affairs. 

The government intends to 
build 5 multifunctional accom¬ 
modations around the island. 
The offices in Noord, Pa- 
radera, Santa Cruz and Sa¬ 
vaneta will be totally new 
edifices simply because they 
don’t have the space for expan¬ 
sion to offer the additional 
services they want to add. The 
San Nicolas building has re¬ 
cently been renovated and has 
ample space for expansion 


hence will not be rebuilt. 

Five architects have been 
chosen. They have attempted 
to choose architects who also 
have some relationship with 
the barrio. The interchange 
with the youth and others in 
the barrio have led to the cre¬ 
ation of a concept that would 
provide facilities for practicing 
music and art, a stage where 
young people can present their 
creations to their barrio, etc. 

These buildings will be 
centers equipped to contribute 
to improve the quality of life in 
the barrios according to the 
Prime Minister. Each one of 
these facilities will be dedi¬ 
cated to a prominent citizen in 
the barrio.

Donny Croes ap¬ 
parently has always 
promoted our public 
transport system and 
is himself an occa¬ 
sional traveler on the 
bus. Public transport 
reduces the amount of 
vehicles on our roads; 
it is more economical and 
good for the environment. 

For many years Arubus has 
been going through serious fi¬ 
nancial difficulties and have 
been receiving subsidy in the 
amount of 6 million Aruban 
florins per year from the gov¬ 
ernment. The amount of pas¬ 
sengers using the Arubus has 
increased over the years, but so 
has the price of diesel fuel. 

Many tourists use the pub¬ 
lic transport because it is less 
expensive than taxis. Accor¬ 
ding to Rasmijn, “Money of 
our citizens is being used to 
subsidize tourists while Arubus 
is bleeding financially.” 


With the introduction of the 
“Smartcard” Arubus can main¬ 
tain the price for locals while 
the tourist, who will not have 
“Smartcards” will pay the nor¬ 
mal price. This means that the 
fare for “Smartcard” holders 
will be subsidized and those 
who do not have the card will 
pay the higher fare. 

The Parliamentarian con¬ 
gratulated Arubus and the gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba for the 
introduction of the “Smart- 
card” and recommends every 
citizen to make use of Arubus 
even if only once in a while.

Shot Pakistan schoolgirl in 
'stable' condition 


Obama, Romney bunker down as 
crucial debate looms 


ISLAMABAD (AFP) - A Pak¬ 
istani schoolgirl shot in the 
head by the Taliban because 
she campaigned for the right to 
education was in a "stable" 
condition and making steady 
progress in her recovery, the 
military said yesterday. 

The shooting of 14-year-old 
Malala Yousafzai has been de¬ 
nounced worldwide and by the 
Pakistani authorities, who have 
offered a reward of more than 
$100,000 for the capture of her 
attackers. 

She is being treated at the 
country’s top military hospital 
in Rawalpindi, the twin city of 
the capital Islamabad, where 
doctors yesterday removed her 
ventilator for a "successful" 
short trial, the military said in 
a statement, adding it was later 
reconnected "to avoid patient’s 
fatigue." 

A military spokesman ear¬ 
lier in the day said Malala was 
"making slow and steady 
progress, which is in keeping 
with expectations. Recovery 
from this type of injury is al¬ 
ways slow." 

No decision has been made 
on whether to send Malala 
abroad for treatment, with 
spokesman Major General 


Asim Saleem Bajwa telling 
AFP that doctors were contin¬ 
uing to monitor her condition. 

"Pakistan has arranged a 
specially equipped air ambu¬ 
lance with the UAE, which 
will be used if the decision to 
shift her abroad is taken by the 
board of doctors," An official 
in the United Arab Emirates 
said. 

The cold-blooded murder 
attempt has sickened Pakistan, 
where Malala came to promi¬ 
nence with a blog for the BBC 
highlighting atrocities under 
the Taliban, who terrorised the 
Swat valley from 2007 until a 
2009 army offensive. 

Activists say the shooting 
should be a wake-up call to 
whose who advocate appease¬ 
ment with the Taliban. But an¬ 
alysts suspect there will be no 
significant change in a country 
that has sponsored radical 
Islam for decades. 

Thousands of people gath¬ 
ered in Karachi for a rally in 
support of Malala, organised by 
the Muttahida Qaumi Move¬ 
ment (MQM) political party. 

MQM leader Altaf Hussain 
called the attack claimed by 
the Taliban a shameful and 
cowardly act. 


WILLIAMSBURG (AFP) - A 
different Barack Obama will 
show up at the next debate with 
Mitt Romney, aides said yester¬ 
day, after the president held a 
post-mortem of his leaden 
debut clash with his Republi¬ 
can foe. 

Obama bunkered down at a 
luxury Virginia golf resort 
prepping for Tuesday’s en¬ 
counter with Romney, which 
has taken on high significance 
since the president’s first debate 
performance sent his poll num¬ 
bers tumbling. 

Senior Obama aide David 
Axelrod said Obama had stu¬ 
died video of the first duel in 
Denver earlier this month, in 
which the president appeared 
disengaged, unenthusiastic and 
seemed loath to even look di¬ 
rectly at Romney. 

"Nobody is a harsher critic 
than the president is of him¬ 
self," Axelrod told "Fox News 
Sunday." 

"I think he’s going to make 
some adjustments on Tuesday," 
the adviser said, though joining 
other aides in declining to offer 
details on Obama's strategy for 
the town hall style debate, the 
middle clash of three encoun¬ 
ters between the candidates. 

"I think he's going to be ag¬ 
gressive in making the case for 
his view of where we should go 
as a country," Axelrod said, 
adding that Obama would chal¬ 
lenge Romney's shifting politi¬ 
cal positions, unlike in the first 
debate. 

Obama emerged briefly 
from his hideaway to visit cam¬ 
paign workers at a local office 
in Virginia, a swing state he 
won in 2008, and where he and 
Romney are effectively tied 
ahead of the November 6 elec¬ 
tion. 

"It is going great," Obama 
said, when asked by a reporter 
how his debate prep was com¬ 
ing along. 

With his debate team 
around him, Obama was stag¬ 
ing mock showdowns with 
Senator John Kerry playing the 


role of Romney, ahead of the 
second debate at Hofstra Uni¬ 
versity in New York state. 

Romney also got in some 
debate practice yesterday, with 
aides confident he can put in 
another strong display, after the 
first head-to-head confronta¬ 
tion turned around his once 
trailing campaign. 

The Republican, a former 
governor of Massachusetts, is 
honing his debate technique 
with Ohio Senator Rob Port- 
man standing in for the presi¬ 
dent. 

"I think President Obama is 
going to come out swinging. 
He's going to have to compen¬ 
sate for a poor first debate," 


Portman told ABC television's 
"This Week." 

With the candidates off the 
trail, it was left to high-profile 
supporters to hurl campaign 
grenades on the Sunday talk- 
show circuit. Republicans 
stepped up their assault on 
Obama over the raid on the US 
consulate in Benghazi on Sep¬ 
tember 11 that killed four Ame¬ 
ricans, including US ambas¬ 
sador to Libya Chris Stevens. 

Critics say the administra¬ 
tion, which initially called the 
incident was a "spontaneous" 
attack but now admits it was an 
organized terror strike, is trying 
to deflect blame from Obama 
ahead of the Nove. 6 election.

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Turkey closes airspace to 
Syrian civilian flights 


ANKARA (AFP) - Turkey has 
banned Syrian civilian flights 
from its airspace, Foreign Min¬ 
ister Ahmet Davutoglu said 
yesterday, after Damascus an¬ 
nounced similar restriction on 
Turkish flights. 

"Yesterday (Saturday) we 
closed our airspace to Syrian 
civilian flights as we have pre¬ 
viously done for Syrian mili¬ 
tary flights," Davutoglu told 
journalists. 

"As we have established 
that civilian flights were being 
misused by the Syrian defence 
ministry to transport military 
material, we sent a note yester¬ 
day to the Syrian side." 

Ankara's move came after 
the Syrian state news agency 
SANA reported on Saturday 
that a flight ban has been im¬ 
posed on Turkish flights. 

Ankara has taken an in¬ 
creasingly strident line towards 
its neighbour since a shell fired 
from the Syrian side of the bor¬ 


der killed five Turkish civilians 
on October 3. 

The tit-for-tat flight bans 
came after Turkey last week 
intercepted a Syrian Air pas¬ 
senger plane from Moscow on 
suspicion it was carrying mili¬ 
tary equipment for the regime. 

Ahead of last week's flare- 
ups, Syria discussed with 
Russian diplomats an idea of 
setting up a joint committee 
with Turkey to oversee secu¬ 
rity on their shared border. 

To this end, Russian For¬ 
eign Minister Sergei Lavrov 
had pointed out the necessity 
of "a direct channel of commu¬ 
nication" between Turkey and 
Syria. 

But Davutoglu rejected of¬ 
fers of dialogue with Syrian 
President Bashar al-Assad's 
regime. 

"The Assad regime should 
first set up channels of dia¬ 
logue with its own people," the 
minister said. 


Iran develops plans for 
deliberate Gulf oil spill 


BERLIN (AFP) - Iran's elite 
Revolutionary Guards have 
developed plans to damage an 
oil tanker in the Gulf to create 
an environmental disaster, 
German magazine Spiegel re¬ 
ported yesteray. 

Citing Western intelligence 
sources, the weekly said the 
top-secret plan, codenamed 
"Dirty Water", is aimed at 
blocking the oil-rich Gulf to 
shipping and forcing Western 
countries to become involved 
in a huge clean-up operation. 

Spiegel said the Revolu¬ 
tionary Guards believe this in 
turn would prompt Western na¬ 


tions to suspend sanctions im¬ 
posed over Iran's nuclear pro¬ 
gram which have started to hit 
the economy hard this year. 

The plan would also "pun¬ 
ish" Arab states around the 
Gulf for their support of the 
West and Israel. 

A clean-up operation could 
only take place with Iranian 
technical help, requiring a tem¬ 
porary lifting of sanctions, the 
plan says, according to Spiegel. 
The plan were to Iran's 
supreme leader, Ayatollah Ali 
Khamenei, who would have 
the final say on whether to im¬ 
plement it, Spiegel said.

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Syria army retakes old Aleppo mosque 


ALEPPO (AFP) - Syria's army 
retook control yesterday of a 
historic mosque in second city 
Aleppo after fierce clashes 
with rebels in and around the 
area, a military official and an 
observer group said. 

"The army has expelled the 
armed groups from the 
Umayyad mosque," the official 
told an AFP journalist. 

The Syrian Observatory for 
Human Rights confirmed the 
reports. 

"Regime forces have man¬ 
aged to retake control of the 
Great Umayyad Mosque in 
Aleppo, following fierce 
clashes against rebel fighters 
around the mosque and the 
withdrawal of the rebel groups 
from the mosque," the group 
said. 

An AFP correspondent in 
Aleppo reported that clashes 
were extremely fierce and that 
they had moved into areas 
around the mosque. 

Rebels had taken control of 
parts of the mosque complex 


on Saturday. They said regime 
forces had been based at the 
mosque since fighting erupted 
in Aleppo in mid-summer. 

"The army was using the 
mosque as a base, because of 
its strategic location in the cen¬ 
ter of the Old City of Aleppo," 
spokesman for the Revolution¬ 
ary Council in Aleppo Abu 
Firas told AFP via the Internet. 

"They were prohibiting peo¬ 
ple from going to pray there," 
he added. "The rebel Free Syr¬ 
ian Army had orders not to 
open fire inside the mosque." 

Construction of the mosque 
began in the early 8th century, 
though it was destroyed by the 
Mongols and later rebuilt. 

Next to it is a library that 
holds a collection of rare reli¬ 
gious books. The nearby 
souks, or ancient market area, 
was damaged by a fire that was 
sparked by clashes late last 
month. 

Experts fear Syria's heritage 
is under serious threat because 
of the conflict, with several 


historic sites having already 
suffered damage. 

Meanwhile, a monitoring 
group said dozens of corpses 
have been found in a hospital 
morgue in the Syrian province 
of Damascus, adding the cir¬ 
cumstances of the deaths were 
not immediately clear. 

"We know they were shot 
dead, most likely during clashes 
with the army," said Syrian Ob¬ 
servatory for Human Rights di¬ 
rector Rami Abdel Rahman. 
"Most likely, the corpses belong 
to rebel fighters, but we cannot 
currently confirm that." 

Amateur video posted on 
YouTube by activists showed 
piles of men's bodies in a 
morgue. 

The bodies were found in 
an area southwest of Damas¬ 
cus between Moadamiyat al- 
Sham and Daraya, scene of a 
vicious army assault and bat¬ 
tles with rebels, leading up to 
a massacre of more than 500 
people in Daraya at the end of 
August. 
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Life after death? Neurosurgeon says he f s been there 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Eban Alexander's quick trip 
to heaven started with a 
headache. 

It was November 2008 
and a rare bacterial meningi¬ 
tis was fast on its way to 
shutting down the University 
of Virginia neurosurgeon's 
neocortex — the part of the 
brain that deals with sensory 
perception and conscious 
thought. 

"For seven days, I lay in a 
deep coma," he recalled. Yet 
at the same time, Alexander 
"journeyed to another, larger 
dimension of the universe, a 
dimension I’d never dreamed 
existed." 

There he found "big, 
puffy, pink-white" clouds 
against a "deep, black-blue 
sky" and "flocks of transpar¬ 
ent, shimmering beings... 
quite simply different from 
anything I have known on 
this planet." 

It turns out Alexander was 
not alone. 

His traveling partner in the 
afterlife was a young woman 
with high cheekbones, deep 
blue eyes and "golden brown 
tresses" who, amid "millions" 
of butterflies, spoke to him 
"without using any words." 

"You are loved and cher¬ 
ished, dearly, forever," she 
told the doctor, a father of two 
with movie star looks. "You 
have nothing to fear. There is 
nothing you can do wrong." 

Alexander recounts his 
story, and seeks to explain it, 



in "Proof of Heaven: A Neuro¬ 
surgeon's Journey into the Af¬ 
terlife," to be published in the 
United States on October 23. 

His New York publisher 
failed to respond to interview 
requests, but an excerpt from 
"Proof of Heaven" in 
Newsweek magazine has 
stirred the enduring debate 
about life after death. 

Inevitably, skeptics won¬ 
der if Alexander, who teaches 
at Harvard Medical School, 
is going out on a paranormal 
limb. 

"It sounds like he had 
nothing more than an intense 
lucid dream," wrote one 
reader on Newsweek's web¬ 
site. "A personal anecdote is 
not evidence or proof, as 
moving as it may be," added 
another. 

But others stood firmly by 
Alexander, who has previ¬ 
ously spoken of his near¬ 
death experience on science 
TV programs and in a 


lengthy interview last year 
with Skeptico.com, a science 
and spirituality blog. 

"If there is evidence and 
proof of an afterlife, this is 
probably as good as it gets," 
Catholic Online, a Web- 
based Roman Catholic news 
service, wrote approvingly. 

By one estimate, three 
percent of Americans — more 
than nine million — have un¬ 
dergone a near-death experi¬ 
ence. Some have written up 
their stories on the website of 
the Near Death Experience 


Research Foundation. 

Dean Mobbs, a psycholo¬ 
gist at Columbia University in 
New York who studies neuro¬ 
biology and fear in humans, 
did not dismiss Alexander's 
experience — but he ques¬ 
tioned how it came about. 

"I think there's no paranor¬ 
mal component to it," said 
Mobbs, co-author of a paper 
in the journal Trends in Cog¬ 
nitive Sciences identifying 
near-death experiences as 
"the manifestation of normal 
brain functions gone awry." 

"I believe our brains can 
concoct vivid experiences 
particularly in situations of 
confusion and trauma," he 
said in an interview. "The 
brain is trying to reinterpret 
the world and what's going 
on." 

Mobbs cited research in 
which, for instance, Swiss 
neuroscientist Olaf Blanke 
has artificially induced an 
out-of-body experience by 
stimulating the point in the 
brain where the right tempo¬ 
ral and parietal lobes meet. 


He also recalled how the 
body can unleash "a massive 
dose of opioids" in the face of 
extreme danger. Opioids gen¬ 
erate feelings of euphoria like 
those described by near-death 
survivors. 

Mobbs also noted that 
many people who claim to 
have undergone a near-death 
experience were never, in fact, 
near death — while the major¬ 
ity of those who have died 
briefly before resuscitation do 
not recall going anywhere. 

In his Newsweek excerpt, 
Alexander framed his experi¬ 
ence in religious terms. 

One of the few places he 
has had no trouble getting his 
story across is church, where 
"the colors of the stained- 
glass windows recalled the 
luminous beauty of the land¬ 
scapes I'd seen in the world 
above," he wrote. 

"The plain fact is that the 
materialist picture of the 
body and brain as the produc¬ 
ers, rather than the vehicles, 
of human consciousness is 
doomed."

Moon water could have 
solar source: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists on 
Sunday said they had found 
water molecules in samples 
of lunar soil, and their un¬ 
usual signature points to the 
Sun as the indirect source. 

Samples returned to Earth 
by the Apollo missions carry 
molecules of water and a pre¬ 
cursor of water called hy¬ 
droxyl, according to their 
study, published in the jour¬ 
nal Nature Geoscience. 

Researchers led by Yang 
Liu at the University of Ten¬ 
nessee theorise that the mol¬ 
ecules developed from a 
reaction between hydrogen 
ions in the solar wind — the 
blast of particles from the 
Sun — and a loose surface 
soil called regolith. 

The Sun was formed 
around 4.5 billion years ago 
from a cloud of gas, a reac¬ 
tion in which all the deu¬ 
terium in the nebula reacted 
with hydrogen to form he¬ 
lium. 

As a result, unlike all 
other objects in the Solar 
System, the Sun is deu¬ 
terium-less. Sure enough, the 
samples were tellingly poor 
in deuterium, the investiga¬ 
tors found. 


The tests used infrared 
spectroscopy to get a chemi¬ 
cal signature of regolith 
grains from the Apollo 11,16 
and 17 missions. Two sam¬ 
ples came from plains loca¬ 
tions, and one from the lunar 
highlands. 

Although the molecules 
are dissolved within the 
grains and do not exist as liq¬ 
uid water, the findings pow¬ 
erfully boost the notion that 
the Moon is not the utterly 
arid place it was once thought 
to be, say the authors. 

Since 2009, when NASA 
found water crystals in a deep 
crater near Moon's southern 
pole, evidence has suggested 
that the Moon was once a 
pretty moist place and may 
still have frozen water at 
depth. 

Until now, the source of 
water in the inner Solar Sys¬ 
tem, the region extending to 
the asteroid belt between 
Mars and Jupiter, is believed 
to be comets and other water- 
rich rocks which whack into 
planets and other bodies. 

So if the study is right, hy¬ 
drogen from the solar wind 
could be a second, hitherto 
unimagined source. 
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Daredevil Makes Record- 
Breaking Supersonic Jump

The 
43-year-old leapt from a 
capsule more than 24 miles 
(39 kilometers) above the 
Earth, reaching a speed of 
833.9 miles per hour (1,135 
km/h) before opening his 
red and white parachute 
and floating down to the 
New Mexico desert. 

The conversion of 833.9 
miles per hour is equal to 
Mach 1.24 Baumgartner re¬ 
called the emotions sweep¬ 
ing through his body when 
he stepped out of the cap¬ 
sule at an altitude of 
128,100 ft (39,045 meters) 
over the desert in the US 
state of New Mexico. 

"When you're standing 
there on top of the world 
you become so humble... 
The only thing is you want 
to come back alive," he 
told reporters in Roswell, 
where the launch mission 
was based. Baumgartner 


also clarified what he said 
as he threw himself into the 
void below - his words 
broke up from radio 
crackle in footage beamed 
live around the world. He 
said: "I know the whole 


world is all watching now 
and I wish you could see 
what I see... Sometimes 
you have to go up really 
high to understand how 
small you are."

Amazon says Kindle users are entitled to e-book refunds 


CHICAGO - Owners of 
Amazon.corn's Kindle e- 
readers will receive refunds 
on past e-book purchases and 
see e-book prices drop if a 
judge approves legal settle¬ 
ments with publishers ac¬ 
cused of fixing prices, 
according to the Internet re¬ 
tailer. 

Amazon told Kindle own¬ 


ers in emails on Saturday that 
they could receive a refund of 
between 30 cents and $1.32* 
for e-books they bought be¬ 
tween April 2010 and May 
2012. The books must have 
been published by three pub¬ 
lishers who have agreed to 
settle a lawsuit that accused 
them of inflating e-book 
prices. 


The settlements are sub¬ 
ject to court approval, and a 
hearing is scheduled for Feb¬ 
ruary. 

If approved, the settle¬ 
ments would also limit the 
publishers' ability to set fu¬ 
ture e-book prices, which 
should lead to lower costs for 
Kindle users, according to

40% of US firms consider 
moving factories out of China 


SHANGHAI — Forty percent 
of US importers and manufac¬ 
turers are thinking of moving 
their manufacturing bases 
away from China according to 
a new business study, reported 
Taiwan-based daily WantChi- 
naTimes this past week. 

This is one of the findings 
of US-based financial consul¬ 
tancy firm Capital Business 
Credit (CBC)’s quarterly 
“Global Retail Manufacturers 
and Importers Survey,” which 
also revealed that about 26 per¬ 
cent of importers of retail 
goods surveyed have already 
moved some of their manufac¬ 
turing out of China. 

The main reasons cited for 
this trend are concerns over the 
quality of goods manufactured 
in China, the country’s rising 
operating costs, as well as ri¬ 
sing competition from other in¬ 
creasingly popular manufac¬ 
turing countries in Southeast 
Asia. 

“While we at CBC continue 


to believe that China will re¬ 
main a strong manufacturing 
partner for retail goods im¬ 
porters in the U.S., there is a 
shift taking place to either low 
cost manufacturing destina¬ 
tions like Vietnam and Pak¬ 
istan, or on the opposite end of 
the spectrum, to cities in the 
US where importers can keep 
an eye on quality control and 
produce goods faster due to the 
elimination of overseas ship¬ 
ping times,” Andrew Tanan- 
baum, executive chairman of 
CBC said in a statement. 

In the report, 31.3 percent 
of respondents of the study in¬ 
dicated they are moving their 
manufacturing to the US, fol¬ 
lowed by 18.8 percent to Viet¬ 
nam, 10.9 percent to Pakistan, 
9.4 percent to Bangladesh and 
3.1 percent to the Philippines.

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Affleck film recounts Hollywood role 

in Iran crisis

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - in politics. 
Actor-director Ben Affleck’s 
latest movie tells the incredi¬ 
ble story of Hollywood’s role 
in an attempt to get a group 
of US diplomats out of Iran 
during the 1979 hostage cri¬ 
sis. 

’’Argo,” Affleck’s third 
film behind the camera, is set 
against the backdrop of the 
Iranian revolution and the in¬ 
ternational standoff in which 
52 Americans were held in 
Tehran for more than a year. 

The subject matter has 
clear topical resonance: the 
hostage crisis helped eject 
Jimmy Carter from the White 
House, and President Barack 
Obama, battling for re-elec¬ 
tion, is now facing pressure 
over attacks on US missions 
abroad. 

But the 40-year-old Holly¬ 
wood star says it was never 
his intention for the film — 
produced by George Clooney 
and out this weekend in 
North America, less than four 
weeks before the November 
6 election — to be caught up 


”It was always important 
to us to let the movie not be 
politicized. We tried to make 
it very factual, fact-based, be¬ 
cause it was coming up be¬ 
fore the election in the US, 
when a lot of things get 
politicized,” he said. 

The real-life story — 
which was classified for 
years, and only became pub¬ 
lic in 1997 — starts with the 
US embassy in Tehran being 
seized by revolutionaries, 
who went on to hold 52 
Americans hostage for 444 
days. 

The Democratic Carter’s 
mishandling of the crisis led 
to his defeat by Republican 
Ronald Reagan the following 
year. 

As the mission was 
stormed, a handful of diplo¬ 
mats managed to escape 
through a secret exit and took 
refuge in the Canadian em¬ 
bassy. They were out of Iran¬ 
ian hands, but the next 
question was how to get them 
out of the country. 


Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) officer Tony 
Mendez proposed a solution, 
which at first seemed far¬ 
fetched, but was eventually 
accepted. 

The idea was to mount a 
fictitious Hollywood science 
fiction movie production, ask 
Tehran for visas to scout for 
filming locations — and then 


get the diplomats out of the 
country disguised as film 
crew members.

Armstrong could take lie test, 
whistleblower talks 


PARIS (AFP) - Disgraced cy¬ 
cling icon Lance Armstrong 
might be prepared to take a lie 
detector test, his lawyer has 
suggested, as further damning 
evidence emerges of the intim¬ 
idation and threats he used to 
cover up his alleged drug tak¬ 
ing. 

While Armstrong has re¬ 
fused to respond to the litany 
of charges against him his 
lawyer has raised the intrigu¬ 
ing prospect of his client sit¬ 
ting a lie detector test to prove 
his innocence. 

Tim Herman said Arm¬ 
strong would consider the idea 
if the 26 witnesses who testi¬ 
fied against him to the US 
Anti-Doping Agency 

(USADA) would do the same. 


The USADA stripped Arm¬ 
strong of his seven Tour de 
France titles and banned him 
from the sport for life after the 
organisation claimed he or¬ 
chestrated the most sophisti¬ 
cated doping programme ever 
seen. 

But asked if Armstrong 
would take a lie detector test 
himself, Herman told BBC 
Radio Five: "We might do 
that, you never know. I don't 
know if we would or we 
wouldn't. We might." 

Pressed on whether Arm¬ 
strong had any reason not to 
take a test, Herman added: 
"Because he's moved on. His 
name is never going to be clear 
with anyone beyond what it is 
today."

LONDON (AFP) - England 
suffered a double blow ahead 
of Tuesday's World Cup qual¬ 
ifier against Poland after 
Chelsea duo Frank Lampard 
and Ryan Bertrand were ruled 
out of the trip to Warsaw.

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Yankees 9 captain Jeter fractures ankle 
in loss , out for postseason

Derek Jeter's fractured left 
ankle cast a pall over two 
clubhouses following a drain¬ 
ing Game 1 in the American 
League Championship Series 
on Saturday night at Yankee 
Stadium. 

The Tigers prevailed, 6-4, 
in 12 innings to gain the 
upper hand, but there was a 
muted tone to their clubhouse 
in the afterglow. 

Out of respect for Jeter, ar¬ 
guably the most popular guy 
within the players' fraternity, 
there was little of the upbeat 
talk of momentum gained 
heading into Game 2. 

"You don't want to see the 
captain going down like that," 
said Tigers first baseman 
Prince Fielder. "Not only is he 
a great player — he's a great 
guy, down to earth and hum¬ 
ble.

He's the man." 

Jeter, the seemingly in¬ 
domitable Yankees captain, 
needed assistance getting off 
the field after collapsing to 
the infield dirt in the game¬ 
turning 12th inning. He 
fielded a ground ball by 
Jhonny Peralta before losing 
his balance and tumbling to 
the ground.

series to play, and 
somebody's going 
to have to take his 
spot." 

Jayson Nix 
assumed the 
shortstop posi¬ 
tion, but nobody, 
realistically, replaces Jeter. 

Pettitte sensed it was seri¬ 
ous as Jeter writhed in pain in 
the dirt and was not surprised 
to learn the ankle was frac¬ 
tured. 

"For him to lay down on 
that field, I knew something 
was broke or torn," Pettitte 
said. When he didn't get up, I 
knew he was done, that he 
wasn't going to be able to 
play in the series. It's a bad 
loss — the captain. Guys have 
got to move forward and 
play." 

Jeter tried to jump-start 
the offense with a leadoff 
walk in the first and a single 
in the second, the 200th post¬ 
season hit of his career. The 
No. 2 man on the list, Bemie 
Williams, retired with 128 
postseason hits. 

Girardi didn't want to 
make light of Jeter's injury 
but said it could be a chance 
for someone else to step in 
and show what they can do. 

"Anyone would admit we 
have a better chance with 
Jeter but sometimes one 
man's injury is another man's 
opportunity," Girardi said. 
"Someone has to do well 
with this opportunity. We 
have to move on. We are try¬ 
ing to win a series here." 

Jeter's injury could open 
the door for Yankees' Alex 
Rodriguez who hasn't seen 
much action in the postsea¬ 
son. 

Manager Girardi used a 
pinch hitter for three-time AL 
MVP Rodriguez in 
games three and four of 
the first round series and 
benched him in favour of 
Eric Chavez in the cru¬ 
cial fifth game. 

Winning Game 1 is a 
nice start, but the Tigers 
aren't taking anything for 
granted. 

"It was important to 
come back after we let 
the lead get away, but we 
know it's not going to be 
easy" said leadoff cata¬ 
lyst Austin Jackson, who 
tripled, doubled and 
made a sensational catch 
in center field. 


In 42 previous ALCS 
matchups, the team that won 
Game 1 has gone on to win 
the pennant 25 times, a .595 
winning percentage.

Classic included, Game 1 
winners are 171-92, a .650 
winning percentage.
